BERLIN, Jan. 10 (AP).—The 
German high command today re- 
ported eight British vessels had 
been sunk by German planes in 
the North Sea yesterday. 

The communique said raiding. 
planes off Norwich attacked and 
sank two merchant ships and their 
two convoy vessels, and that Ger- 
man scouting planes sank four 
armed merchantmen which shot at 
them off the Scottish Coast. 

The communique said: 

“At some points in the west, 
somewhat livelier artillery activi- 
ty. 

“German fighting planes carried 
out reconnaissance flights in the 
forenoon and afternoon of Jan. 9. 
In the course of this action off the 
Norwich Coast, four armed war 
and merchant ships, namely two 
patrol vessels which convoyed two 
merchant ships, were attacked and 
sunk. 

“Four armed merchant ships un- 
expectedly opened fire on German 
scouts off the Scottish coast. In 
warding off this attack, the steam- 
ers were sunk. There were no 
losses of our planes.” 

(The British Admiralty said none 
of the ships attacked yesterday was 
convoyed and reported that one 
of them was a lighthouse tender, 
which suffered one killed and 32 
wounded out of a crew of 40.) 

Grand Admiral Erich Raeder, 
Ceommander-in-Chief of the Ger- 
many navy, inspected the Kiel and 
Wilhelmshaven naval bases yester- 
day and warned workers there 
against enemy efforts to sow “dis- 
unity,” which he said, “through the 
centuries we repeatedly have brok- 
en.”

Finnish losses were small in the 
three days of fighting, a Finnish 
Colonel in the Raate sector said, 
compared with the thousands of 
Russians killed and more than 1000 
taken prisoner. 

Strategy Aided by Luck. 

In comparing the battles against 
the two Russian divisions, the 
Finns said the fight with the 163rd 
Division was a rout while that 
with the Forty-fourth was bitterly 
eontested. 

Victory came, they declared, 
through superior strategy with a 
measure of luck. 

The turning point in the bitter 
battle was at the frontier when 
Finnish ski patrols succeeded in 
destroying a highway bridge which 
kept the Russians from bringing 
up reinforcements. 

Fighting against the Forty-fourth 
was said to have started Dec. 23 
when the Finns learned the Rus- 
sians were ready to attack and in 
a surprise assault killed 200 Rus- 
sian horses and took some prison- 
ers. The major battle developed 
two weeks later. 

The fierce fighting in this sector 
almost completely demolished Suo- 
mussalmi, a town of 2500. All that 
is left are gaunt chimneys, burnt 
homes and shell-torn frame build- 
ings. 

Abandoned Equipment. 

Traveling through the battle area 
I could see abandoned Russian 
equipment stretched out along the 
road. There were 260 trucks—all 
with new tires—some driven off the 
road into a large square clearing 
in the forest. 

There were tanks, some of which 
weighed 10 tons and carried crews 
of four. Two medical trucks with 
red crosses painted on them stood 
with doors open on the highway. In 
one was a dead Russian.

KILLED IN NEW FIGHT 


HELSINKI, Jan. 10 (AP).—Two 
hundred Russian dead were left on 


a battlefield north of Lake Ladoga 
when Finnish forces dispersed a 
Soviet battalion and took 40 pris- 
oners, a Finnish communique an- 
nounced today. 

Finland also reported that rem- 
nants of the Russian Forty-fourth 
division had been thrown back 
across the Soviet frontier in the 
vicinity of Raate. It was the 
fourth point on the border where 
Finland said the Red invaders had 
been pushed back to their own soil. 
The communique said: 

“Land: On the isthmus Jan, 9 
passed relatively quietly. Except 


and patrol activity nothing worth 
mentioning occurred during the 
day. The enemy continues to 
strengthen his defense works. 
“On the eastern front northeast 
of Lake Ladoga our troops dis- 
persed an enemy battalion. The 
enemy left 200 dead on the field 
and we took 40 prisoners. 

Enemy Attack Repulsed. 
“An enemy attack at Ruhtinaan- 
maki was repulsed, 
“At Suomussalmi our troops ad- 
vancing in the direction of Raate, 
have reached the frontier and 
cleared the area of enemy troops 
right to the frontier. This is the 
fourth point at which invading ene- 
my forees, which had crossed the 
eastern frontier, have been thrown 
back to Russian soil, 
“On other sections of the eastern 
front there was nothing particular. 
Our patrols continue to achieve suc- 
cess. 
“Sea: Enemy aircraft carried out 
minor unsuccessful air raids Jan. 
9 on coastal objectives along the 
Gulf of Finland and Lake Ladoga. 
The Ladoga and Koivisto forts took 
part in operations by our land 
forces. 
“Air: In regard to enemy air ac- 
tivity there was nothing worth 
mentioning. Our own aircraft car- 
ried out reconnaissance flights dur- 
ing the day. In addition to enemy 
planes reported shot down Jan. 5, 
it has now been established that 
one more plane came down, which 
brings the total enemy losses Jan 
5 to at least nine machines.” 


Red Army Communique Acknowl- 
edging Withdrawals. 
MOSCOW, Jan. 10 (AP).—The 
text of today’s Russian Army com- 

munique follows: 

“On Jan. 9, in the Ukhta sector, 
fighting between infantry units 
took place, as a result of which 
Soviet troops withdrew several 
kilometers east of Suomussalmi.

DETECTIVE LOSES SUIT 


Judge Dismisses Plea for 
$5000 Bonus on Evidence 
Against Heir’s First Wife. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
The suit of Private Detective Har- 
old Mayhew against Henry J. 
(Bob) Topping for $5235 he alleged 
the tinplate heir owed him for ob- 
taining divorce evidence against 
Topping’s first wife, Jayne Shad- 
duck Topping, was dismissed today 
in United States District Court. 
In dismissing the suit, Judge 
Clarence G. Galston also ruled out 
a claim for $235 expenses sought by 
Mayhew. Mayhew had said Top- 
ping promised him a $5000 bonus, 
“plus expenses,” for obtaining evi- 
dence. Judge Galston said he felt 
no evidence had been shown merit- 
ing such a bonus, 

This view also was held by an 
attorney for Topping, 26-year-old 
heir to $14,000,000, who married 
Gloria Baker after settling $75,000 
on his first wife. 

An affidavit by a maid of the 
first Mrs. Topping, Josephine 
Thompson, was offered by counsel 
for the detective in which the maid 
said she had served meals to her 
mistress and another man in a 
bedchamber for a week, that “Mr. 
Cordova (identified. in the affidavit 
as an aviator) never corrected me 
when I called him Mr. Topping, nor 
did Mrs. Topping. 

An affidavit from one apart- 
ment house superintendent in 
Hempstead, N. Y., said he had seen 
Cordova leave “from 6 a, m. to 10 
a. m. on many occasions.” 

Mayhew said he presented to Top- 
ping such evidence as he deemed 
conclusive, and that when he had 
done so, “Miss Baker lifted her 
glass and said: ‘Let’s drink to Mr. 
Mayhew. Thank God he came into 
this case.“

The committee 
said there had been an excess ap- 
propriated for this purpose in 
earlier appropriation bills for this 
fiscal year, making the cut more 
or less a bookkeeping transaction. 


The committee’s approval of the 
administration’s recommendations 
almost without change was charac- 
terized by some legislators as not 
giving an accurate indication of 
the group’s economy-mindedness in 
this election year. The committee 
whacked away at a number of 
money measures last session, and 
subsequent bills later this term are 
expected to be a better test of 
committee sentiment. 


World Conditions Cited. 


The White House recommenda- 
tions for the present emergency 
bill—which the House will consider 
tomorrow—were backed with the 
argument that world conditions 
made them necessary. The appro- 
priations recommended by the com- 
mittee for the four branches were: 
Army, $116,218,345, Navy 516,082, 
238, Coast Guard $4,422,325, Federal 
Bureau of Investigation $1,475,000. 


In addition to these appropria- 
tions, the committee also approved 
an authorization for the Navy to 
proceed with purchases of $2,450,- 
000 worth of ordnance supplies— 
such as torpedoes, guns, ammuni- 
tion and powder. 

The proposed funds would pro- 
vide 16,969 more enlisted men for 
the regular army, bringing its 
strength to 227,000; 41,000 officers 
and men for the National Guard, 
bringing its strength to 251,000; 
28,900 men for the regular Navy, 
bringing its total to 145,000; 6000 
men for the Marine Corps, raising 
it to 25,000; and 2000 for the Coast 
Guard raising it to 10,866. 

The Navy would get $28,596,000 
to buy 518 aircraft for use on neu- 
trality patrol and $17,882,862 for 
operation of patrol craft, both sea 
and air. 

Army Training Big Item. 

One of the biggest of the army 
appropriations was $28,200,000 for 
training, chiefly for the concen- 
tration of five regular army stream- 
lined divisions in the south and 
their training, first separately as 
divisions and then together as two 
army corps. 

The FBI money would be used 
largely to employ and equip 1655 
more in connection with ferreting 
out spies. 

The Coast Guard would use its 
appropriation chiefly for recommis- 
sioning and manning inactive ves- 
sels for the neutrality patrol, which 
one official told the committee had 
been extended as far out as 800 
miles east of Cape Cod. 

Big lumps of the money for the 
Army, Navy and Coast Guard would

OSTUDY BUDGET 


Approves Joint ‘is Diels of 
24 to Examine President's 
Proposal and Submit 
Own Views. . 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
The Senate approved today a pro- 
posal to create a congressional bud- 
get-making committee. 

The joint committee of 24 mem- 


bers would study President Roose- 
velt’s budget and tax estimates 
and then make recommendations 
of its own. 

The proposal now goes to the 
House, where leaders have ex- 
pressed opposition to it and shown 
a preference for following out their 
schedule of passing one appropria- 
tion bill a week. 

Appropriattion matters were dis- 
cussed by President Roosevelt and 
members of the House Democratic 
Steering Committee. One con- 
feree reported the President had de- 
clared Congress sholud not appro- 
priate in excess of his budget rec- 
ommendations. He said Roosevelt 
left the impression he did not want 
Congress to take any action necessi- 
tating an increase in the national 
debt limit, now 345,000, 000,000. 

Senator Adams (Dem.), Colorado, 
told the Senate that the President 
“with a twinkle in his eye, has 
again outsmarted~ Congress” by 
sharply cutting budget items “which 
are very dear to the heart of Con- 
gress.” 

In saying Roosevelt had slashed 
items dear to Congress, Adams 
mentioned specifically reductions of 

400,000,000 for agriculture, 3562, 
000,000 for relief, $15,000,000 for the 
National © Youth Administration, 
$64,000,000 for the Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps, $45,000,000 for public 
roads, $20,000,000 for public build- 
ings, $53,000,000 for military posts 
and $98,000,000 for flood control and 
rivers and harbors. 

“The President has put this baby 
on our doorstep,” he said. 


‘PRO-CIO’ TRIAL EXAMINER. 
ON LABOR BOARD REVEALED 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
House investigators of the Labor 
Board produced evidence today to 
show that Eugene P. Lacy who, a 
board official said, called himself 
pro-CIO“, was installed soon there- 
after as a trial examiner in a labor 
dispute.

Sinking of 10,000-Ton Ship. 


The 10,002-ton British passenger 
ship Dunbar Castle was broken in 
two by a mine off the English 
southeast coast, and British war- 
ships were reported hunting a Ger- 
man submarine base in the Canary 
Islands. It was understood the 
Dunbar Castle was in an outward 
bound convoy. 

Capt. H. A. Causton and two of 
the Dunbar Castle’s crew were 
killed; two others were reported 
missing. Huddled in blankets, the 
48 passengers and the rest of the 
crew of 150 were brought to Lon- 
don early today by rescuers. Nine 
children and several women were 
among them. 

The Dunbar Castle, which just 
had begun a voyage for South 
Africa, was the largest liner mined 
in coastal waters since the 11,930- 
ton Japanese ship Tarukuni Maru 
was sunk Nov. 21. 

Many ef the survivors were in- 
jured, but the total was not ascer- 
tained. The rush of water into the 
hole, in the side made launching of 
boats difficult, and the ship broke 
in two within 20 minutes, just as 
the last boat got away. 


Survivor's Story. 


A British business man passen- 
ger who withheld his name gave 
the following account of the sink- 
ing: 

“We were having a smoke after 
lunch and naturally were discus- 
sing the war. Suddently it was 
brought home to all of us. 

“There was a loud, dull roar. The 
vessel seemed to stop and appeared 
to be listing. All lights below went 
out. 

“The force of the explosion threw 
us on the floor with chairs and 
tables piled on top of us. It was 
a terrible melee. 

“Then someone shouted, ‘Keep 
calm and don’t make any noise.’ 

“We obeyed the first order, all 
right, but it was another matter 
trying not to make noise. 

“Everywhere there was smoke, 
which was almost suffocating. 

“Assisting one another as best 
we could, we groped our way to 
the decks and daylight. The ship 
was listing badly and water was 
rushing in as we put on lifebelts 
and got into lifeboats without 
panic.”

Squatters Who Ignored _ 
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Court Face Eviction, Arrest

Shacks on East Side Power Company Site to 
Be Destroyed, and Two Occupants 
Seized for Contempt Hearing. 


Like the driftwood of which they 
built their squatters’ huts between 
the Mississippi and the railroad 
yards north of East St. Louis, Pete 
Shatkus and Gus Drakos, human 
debris of hard times, are being 
swept along by a law they do not 
understand, off the land on which 
they have lived for eight years, per- 
haps into jail for contempt of court. 

Shatkus and Drakos, now in their 
fifties, were ordered to leave last 
May by United States District 
Judge William H. Holly of Chicago 
after an order of dispossession had 
been obtained by the trustees of 
the Utilities Power & Light Co., 
owner of the land. A paying ten- 
ant had been found for the prem- 
ises and there was room no more 
for squatters. 

But Shatkus and Drakos ignored 
the order, and today the United 
States Marshal at East St. Louis is 
directed to destroy their shacks and 
to produce them in: Chicago Jan. 22 
at a hearing on why they should 
not be punished for contempt of 
court. 


Reasons for Remaining. 

Drakos told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that at the time of the 
court’s order he had no boat in 
condition to float down river to 
another squatting place. His boat 
is now ready, and he can move 
with high water in the spring, if 
the law allows him that much 
time. Shatkus stayed, he explained, 
because “I just was thinking I 
have no place to go.” 

Shatkus, who has had no steady 
work for nine years, lives.on what 
he can get from the river and re- 
lief payments of $452 twice a 
month. “When I came here,” he 
said, “there was nothing but bushes 
and grasshoppers. I cleared the 
land, and then the company decid- 
ed to lease and bully me off.” 

A student of the Bible since he 
learned to read in night school be- 
fore the World War, Shatkus is 
devoutly religious. Last year, he 
said, he made en honest effort to 
comply with the court’s eviction 
order. He tore down his first 
shack and set up again in a small 


houseboat on land he believed to 
be public close to the river’s edge. 
If he is moved again and punished, 
he will accept it with a philoso- 
pher’s resignation. “I brought 
nothing into this world,” he said, 
“and I’m going to carry nothing 
out.” 
Shack Is Wallpapered. 


His shack, warm and wallpa- 
pered, is bright with grocers’ cal- 
endars. The snow is cleared from 
the path to the door. Incongruous 
against piles of miscellaneous junk 
which Shatkus has salvaged from 
the river, are several small maple 
trees which he has planted and 
carefully tended. 

Drakos, of Greek origin, is in 
every respect except poverty a 
contrast to his stolid German 
neighbor. 

He rarely shaves. The state of 
his clothes bothers him little. His 
cabin is not neatly wallpapered, 
but hung with pictures of movie 
actresses. He has planted no trees. 
He has, however, made himself 
comfortable. His hut is warmed 
with coal picked from the rail 
road tracks nearby and his bed is 
soft, if not too neat. He has a roof 
arranged for sleeping under sum- 
mer stars, and he has fitted up a 
dining terrace with a view of the 
river for use in clement weather, 

Drakos’ House Guest. 

With him lives Bill Smith, 17 
years old, of Longmont, Colo. Bill, 
who has no family, has been on 
his own five years. He met Dra- 
kos last September when hitch- 
hiking south from Wisconsin, 
where he had spent three years 
with the CCC learning to be a car- 
penter. 

Drakos was in the midst of a 
detailed criticism of the country's 
relief administration yesterday, and 
expressing his intention to write 
his views to Gov. Henry Horner 
of Illinois, when he learned of the 
court order requiring him to leave 
his place. His sparkling eyes 
dimmed as he heard the news, and 
the enthusiasm left his voice. 
“We're just dubs,” he concluded 
lamely, “we don’t understand.”

When the case was called today, 
Robinson informed the Court that 
Brickey had never been formally 
arraigned. Brickey, who was sit- 
ting in the rear of the courtroom, 
was called forward by Roscoe An- 
derson, his attorney, and entered 
a plea of not guilty. 

Brickey was convicted last month 
at Mexico, Mo., of obtaining a war- 
rant from the Festus School Dis- 
trict under false preteneses. His 
punishment was fixed at two years 
in prison. A motion for a new 
trial was filed in this case yester- 
day. 2 

Brickey Dapper, as Usual, 

Brickey, who lives at the Park 
Plaza Hotel, was wearing a dark 
pin-striped suit. He was dapper 
and bland, as usual, as he sat at 
the counsel table durihg the selec- 
tion of the jury. His wife, the for- 
mer Mrs. Nelle Brickey Gonter- 
man, his cousin, was sitting in the 
front row of spectators’ seats, 
wearing a gray ensemble. 

Selection of the jury was com- 
pleted by 11:30 a. m., after which 
Robinson began his opening speech. 
He said the Government would 
show that Brickey, who formerly 
was president of the Citizens’ Bank, 
took a total of $1311 out of the 
bank on two occasions, that he 
made a false entry to cover one of 
the thefts and madc another false 
entry in listing $5000 of worthless 
bonds of the Festus School District 
among the bank’s assets. 

There are four counts in the in- 
dictment against Brickey, each 
punishable, on conviction, with a 
maximum sentence of five years 
in the penitentiary and a $5000 fine. 


Another False Entry Charged. 


Robinson said the Government 
would show that on Sept. 16, 1938, 
Brickey took $400. out of the ac- 
count of the Festus Special Road 
District, of which he was treas- 
urer, and transferred it to the ac- 
count of his sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Edythe Ziebold, which was over- 
drawn by $270, A false entry was 
made by Brickey, Robinson said, 
to cover this up. 

On June 23, 1938, Brickey took 
$911 out of the road district ac- 
count, Robinson continued, and put 
it in his personal account. This 
transfer, the prosecutor said, was 
made in  Brickey’s handwriting, 
without any authority from the 
road district.

Hibbert, 
director of the division of books, 
supplies and equipment, is a sub- 
ordinate of Superintendent of In- 
struction Henry J. Gerling, who 
has declined to act. The board 
has the power to abolish his job, 
which pays $5500 a year. 
To See Hibbert Today. 


Emmet T. Carter, school board 
attorney, will confer today with 
Hibbert and members of his fam- 
ily to find out whether they will 
give full co-operation for the ex- 
amination of the bank account. New 
auditors who were asked by the 
board’s instruction committee if 
they would undertake to trace the 
two checks said they would do 80 
only on assurance of complete co- 
operation from the Hibberts. 

The account is held jointly by 
Hibbert, his wife, mother, son and 
daughter: They offered to permit 
an examination of the two checks 
but not of the whole account, 


A statement by Hibbert's lawyer, 


in a letter to the board, that every- 
thing pertaining to Hibbert had 
been satisfactorily cleared up, ex- 
cept the two checks, was strongly 
objected to by Arthur A. Blumeyer. 
He declared: “That doesn’t repre 
sent my position. I think the en- 
tire account ought to be examined. 
You recall that Herbert Vogt, of 
Boyd, Cronk & Co., recommended 
a complete examination of the ac- 
ceunt.” 
Blumeyer Urges Inquiry. 

President Mark. D. Eagleton 
asked whether Blumeyer meant 
that the board had the right to ex- 
amine any employe’s. private bank 
account. Blumeyer replied: Or- 
dinarily I don't believe we have 
that right. But in this instance the 
auditors asked officers and em- 
ployes of the board who dealt with 
the supply department to consent 
to an examination of their ac 
counts, 

“Two or three days after they 
questioned Hibbert about those two 
checks, he withdrew permission to 
examine his account. Vogt said 
they wanted several items explained 
which ran into rather large fig- 
ures. Hibbert said they were trans- 
fers of funds from other accounts, 
I think he should permit a com- 
plete examination of his account, 
just as other employes did.” 

Baron Backs Investigation. 


Max G. Baron, former Circuit 
Judge, said: “The public may have 
arrived at the erroneous conclusion 
that we are persecuting Hibbert 
without reason. At first I wondered 
why all this fuss was raised over 
two checks and probaly there is 
the same wonder in the public at 
large. 

“But the fact is the question of 
the two checks arose only because 
of Hibbert’s explanation of the 
checks. He said they represented 
transfers from the savings accounts 
of his children. However, the audi 
tors found the deposits actually 
were checks drawn on a Chicago 
bank. That stirred up their curios- 
ity. 

“I believe we ought to put the 
whole thing in the light. If there 
is nothing to it, Hibbert ought to 
be the first to insist on a full in- 
vestigation. He ought to volunteer 
information to account for those 


unusual deposits.” 


Eagleton asked Baron whether 
he thought the scope of the investi- 
gation should be widened. Baron 
replied: “It is not a matter of 
widening the scope. The shoe is 
on the other foot. The question 
is whether the board should be 
limited in clearing the name of 
Hibbert. We're not interested in 
proving him guilty of any offense. 
But we'd like to be relieved of the 
situation under which we have 
been laboring for two months.” 

Fitzgerald said he did not know 
whether he would vote to spend 
more money for the investigation 
of the checks because he wasn't 
certain that anything could de 
learned about them at this time, 
“Then we'd be back where we 
started from,” he added. 
“Principle Large,” Eagleton Says. 

“The amount of the two checks 
is small, but the principle is large,” 
Eagleton interjected, “If we have 
gone so far in this, we can’t stop 
because further inquiry may seem 
futile.” 

“Hibbert should give us complete 
authority to make as broad an in- 
vestigation as we desire,“ Baron 
said, The motion to seek co-opera- 
tion of the Hibberts passed unani- 
mously.

The auditors commented: “Com- 
parison of the survey made of this 
site in 1929 with the topography 
map at the engineer’s office at the 
City Hall would have shown this 
site contained filled-in soil. Test 
borings would have shown the 
depths required for the bottom of 
the footings and would have ob- 
viated the treatment of these addi- 
tional excavations and concrete 
work as ‘extras. ‘Extras’ cannot 
be made the subject of competitive 
bidding.” 

Moreover, the report continued, 
the concrete mixture used in un- 
derpinning the foundations of the 
original building was described by 
the contractor as a “one to nine 
mixture,“ whereas the specifica- 
tions called for a “one to six mix- 
ture,” a much stronger mixture. 


Criticism of Tile, 


Hollow tile used in the building 
‘was tested by a firm of engineers 
which reported: “We question that 
the tile as represented by these 
samples would pass reasonable 
specifications for this class of ma- 
terial. Several samples marked 
B' show laminated structure and 
are so soft that they crumble in 
the fingers.” 

Correspondence relating to this 
subject could not be found, the au- 
ditors reported. But a guarantee 
was obtained from the supplier and 
the tile was accepted.

The court directed the Labor 
Board to hold a new hearing in 
the Inland case, sustaining the com- 
pany’s contention that it had been 
denied a full and fair hearing by 
Charles A. Wood, NLRB exam- 
iner. 

Asserting that the examiner 
showed a hostile attitude toward 
the company, the court said his 
conduct “plainly discloses he laid 
aside all semblance of serving in 
a judicial capacity.” 

Methods of Examiner Assailed. 

In general, the opinion contin- 
ued, the examiner devoted little 
time to the examination of wit- 
nesses favorable to the board but 
much time to the Inland wit- 
nesses “apparently for the. purpose 
of impairing the credit or weight 
to be attached to their testimony.” 

“This record as a whole,” the 
court added, “discloses the danger 
of imposing upon a single agency 
the multiple duties of prosecutor, 
judge, jury and executioner.” 

The court added that it inferred 
the examiner “realized the record 
was subject to attack because of 
his biased conduct and sought to 
forestall such attack by threaten- 
ing (Inland’s) counsel with er- 
posure or counterattack.” 

Wood's refusal to permit Inland 
attorneys to use a reporter to take 
a transcript was termed “unwar- 
ranted and inexcusable.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 10 (AP). 
—Rights of workers to form a 
company union, join a national 
union or remain unorganized are 
of “equal value” and “entitled to 
protection by the Labor Board,” 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals held yesterday. 

In a two to one opinion the 
court refused to grant an enforce- 5 „ 
ment order for an NLRB ruling N | , 
directing the Sterling Electric Mo- Ce ae 
tors Co, of Los Angeles to disestab- 
lish a company union and to cease 
collective bargaining with the Em- 
ployes Association.” 

The court refused to follow a 
precedent in a smilar case, holding 
that the Supreme Court of the 
United States “erred in the Penn- 
sylvania and Pacific Greyhound 
cases.” These decisions, it said, 
were “deemeds overruled in _ princi- 
ple” by later findings of the Su- 
preme Court in another case. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals held 
the Supreme Court Greyhound de- 
cisions and the NLRB in tne Ster- 
ling case denied “the civil liberty 
of employes and their union to be 
given notice and hearing before 
frustration of the employes’ claimed 
contract of self-organization by 
disestablishment of the union by 
the Labor Board.” 

“Abuse of Discretion” 

“Even if the Labor Board has 
power to deny such a civil liberty of 
employes and their union,“ the 
court said, “it was an abuse of its 
discretion to deny it in this case.” 

The court noted “the helplessness 
of mechanics in a small plant” to 
protect their union “because they 
know nothing of procedure, have 
no right to introduce evidence or 
cross-examine and no right of coun-| 3 
sel. 5 
The majority opinion signed by} 7 
Justices William Denman and Clif- 
ton Mathews concluded, “We have 
no justification for ignoring the 
question of law and denying the em- 
ploye’s union the right to notice 
and opportunity to be heard.“ 

In a dissenting opinion Justice 

William Healy agreed that “the evi- 
dence was insufficient to support 
an order directing withdrawal of 
recognition” of the union. But, he 
said, while the employe association 
was not employer-dominated at its 
formation, “later jnterference justi-| ~ 
fied the cease and desist order by 
the board” to halt collective bar- 
gaining. 
The case was brought before the 
Labor Board by the AFL Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, which in 1937 attempted 
to organize Sterling employes. The 
union charged the company dis- 
charged two men for union activity 
and discriminated against the un- 
ion.

Hitlers attitude in the face of Poland, insisted that the Finns, like 
the Poles, had to be taught a lesson, 


These lessons worked badly for 
Hitler as well as Stalin and many 
quarters now believe that the Ger- 
mans will urge the Russians to halt 
their offensive and talk terms until 
summer at least. 

The alternative for Hitler is 
either to destroy the diplomatic 
strength of his pact with Stalin, 
whereby he has intimidated many 
small Balkan countries as well as 
the Scandinavian neutrals, or to 

ow immediate and crushing mili- 
tary support to Stalin so that Fin- 
land can be quickly dispatched. 


The latter course calls for a seri- 
ous contribution from Germany in 
arms and men and is a strange way 
for Hitler to enjoy the benefits he 
had expected when he abandoned 
his moral stand as an anti-Commu- 
nist in order to have Russian sup- 
port for his own cause. 

While his mission must consider 
whether Germany can give Russia 
he support it needs or had better 
urge peace talks, Hitler is already 
faced with the fact that the Nazi- 
Communist pact as a diplomatic 
force is losing much of its awe, 
especially in the Balkans. The Ru- 
manians are emboldened to declare 
that they will defend Bessarabia 
against Russian invasion as the 
Italians offer to guarantee the Hun- 
garians. 

The French understand that 
Count Csaky, Hungarian Foreign 
Minister who was back in Budapest 
yesterday after his week-end talks 
in Venice, is going again to Italy 
today and that he will be able to 
accept Italian Foreign Minister 
Count Ciano’s guarantee against 
Russian aggression, even if aimed 
at Rumania. To do this the Hun- 


E the Transylvanian region 
ot Rumania and agree to negotiate 
15 only in a general peace set- 
tlement. 

Here, too, the attitude of Ger- 
many lends encouragement to hopes 
that Hitler will restrain Stalin. The 
French believe that the Italians in- 
formed Berlin before guaranteeing 
Hungary and that the Germans felt 
compelled to offer no objections 
and to promise that they them- 
selves would not attack the Bal- 
kans. 

If this present tendency con- 
tinues and Hitler feels that Stalin 
is a liability who had better be re- 
strained from further extending 
fronts, it will justify that group in 
Fr nce which has urged a cautious 
policy toward Russia. While many 
have asked for the expulsion of 
the Russian Ambassador and even 
for war against Moscow, this group 
has insisted that Germany is en- 
emy No. 1 and that France should 
forget the Russians and realize 
that in crushing Hitler they will 
also liquidate Stalin. 

This caution did not extend, how- 
ever, to the Chamber of Deputies 
last night, where popular feeling 
against Communism was reflected 
in a demonstration. Seven Com- 
munist Deputies serving in the 
French Army returned on leave to 
sit in the chamber. Their presence 
brought catcalls from the Right.

Fish is obtainable by the average 
family in Berlin about once in two 
or three weeks—but the purchasers 
must first await the day for their 
fish “number” to come up at their 
shop and then usually stand in 
queues outside—often for two hours 
—in order to get fish even that 
day. 

Nazi party workers are ascer- 
taining the extent of popular com- 
plaints, which are most commonly 
heard in the shops, of course, chief- 
ly from women, as they are the 
buyers. Residents who do their 
own shopping say that there is a 
great deal of outspoken grumbling 
by these purchasers. When the 
husbands go home they then hear 
from their wives just how long they 
stood in this or that food line and 
learn from them how the shortage 
has grown. 

The significance of these increas- 
ingly audible complaints remains 
to be seen, but it is no longer a 
secret in Berlin that it has mount- 
ed. In the meantime people here 
are at least as much in the dark as 
in Americe, as to the course the 
war is likdly to take for the im- 
mediate months ahead.

In the War Zone 


British Officers Demanded Firing of War 
Secretary, but Changes in That Office 
Will Not Affect Course of War.

INLEY PETER DUNNE’S im- 
mortal Mr. Dooley in the heydey 
of his career as jester-in-chief 
to the United States, once quoted 
Mr. Alger, President McKinley’s 
greviously -harassed and bitterly 
criticised Secretary of War during 
our conflict with the Spaniards, as 
saying sadly to him: “Be sicrit’ry iy 
war if ye will, but don’t be sicrit’ry 
Iv A War!” “ ae 
In all probability, that sentiment 
—invested, of course, with an En- 
glish accent—is being echoed just 
now by Mr. Leslie Hore-Belisha, 
just fired from the key post of 
head of the British War Ministry 
in Prime Minister Chamberlain’s 
war Cabinet. 


The elimination of Hore-Belisha 
from Britain’s little group of war- 
time czars—called by many Britons 
the most sensational happening 
thus far in Europe's war—has some 
points about it that are strikingly 
familiar. It is too soon to make 
flat stateme~+s as to its full sig- 
nificance. But those strikingly 
familiar points are taking on more 
definite outlines every minute. 

One recognizes already another 
recurrence of the old struggle, in 
war-time, between civilians in high 
official position and Generals who 
jealously insist that running away 
is heir exclusive perquisite. 

It happened in our Civil War. 
It happened in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War—as “Sicrit’ry iv War” Al- 
ger learned to his cost. It hap- 
pened in the World War with such 
virulence as to lead Clemenceau the 
Tiger, to coin his famous remark: 
“Wars are too important to be en- 
trusted to Generals.” 


And now it has bobbed up again 
with tempestuous violence in the 
London of 1940. Some people pro- 
fess to see in the Hore-Belisha fra- 
cas a series of most dire omens, a 
portentious handwriting on the 
wall, presaging awful discord-to- 
come in the Allied camp. 

This pessimism, it seems to me, 
is unjustified. A much better way 
of looking at the whole thing is to 
class it with those explosions which 
regularly mar the smooth conduct 


of warfare and turn’ out—after|’ 


oceans of ink and acres of bad 
temper have been expended on them 
—to have been nothing worse than 
tempests in teapots. 


Resentful of Civilian Boss. 


It all boils down to the fact that 
the average military man hotly re- 
sents a civilian boss. It's bad 
enough, he growls, to endure such 
a monster in peace time. But in 
time of war he is simply unendu- 
rable. That was the way things 
were, before the outbreak of hositili- 
ties last September, between Hore- 
Belisha, and the peppery “brass 
hats” of. Britain’s professional 
army. To the immense disgust of 
the majority of the latter, Hore- 
Belisha just as soon as he became 
head of the War Ministry in 1937, 


British conservatives, undeviating 
Wupholders of old army traditions, 
talking over the situation in their 
clubs, found the veins of their necks 
swelling to such an extent that 
their old school ties nearly choked 
them to death. 


Officers Issue Ultimatum. 


In some ways Hore-Belisha was 
right. In others, he was hasty and 
undiplomatic. But, anyhow, as long 
as peace. brooded over Britain, he 
got away with it. Professional sol- 
diers and their civilian pals, no 
matter how angry they got, bided 
their time. That time came when 
war against the Germans was de- 
clared. 

Then up rose the professionals 
and told Hore-Belisha that they had 
stood him just as long as they could. 
Also, they went to Prime Minister 
Chamberlain and, appArently, 
served a sizzling hot ultimatum on 
that excessively worried bearer of 
the great official British war um- 
brella. They expressed their opin- 
ion of Mr. Chamberlain’s Secretary 
of State for War, in words that 
shook the rafters and threatened 
the further existence of the window 
panes at No. 10 Downing street. 

“Oh, all right!” Mr. Chamberlain 
shouted at last, above the din. And 
he fired Hore-Belisha. He thought 
that would end the row. It only 
started it. 

Had this happened in any other 
country there would be good reason 
for fearing that it would have 
repercussions of the front lines and 
help the enemy. But Britain is 
in a class by herself. Often before, 
in her variegated history, she has 
done a stunt of “muddling through” 
in which the muddling stuck out 
like a sore thumb and the “through” 
seemed enveloped in the mists of a 
hopelessly remote future. 

Here is a prophesy: Hore-Belishas 
may come and Hore-Belishas may 
go, but Hitler won’t profit either 
way.

For Aid to Finns 


GENEVA, Jan. 10 (AP).—The 
League of Nations, 20 years old 
today, has won the thanks of Fin- 
nish Delegate Rudolf Holsti for 
its “practical aid” to Finland which 
he said “no dead league could 
give.“ 

“We know it still lives,” said the 
representative in a statement. 

The anniversary found half the 
staff of permanent experts facilitat- 
ing financial and material aid for 
the invaded country from nations in 
and out of the League. 7 
All but 10 of the 62 nations that 
have been members still are on 
the rolls, but the League’s staff has 
been reducéd from its 1933 peak of 
725 to 303. : 

“We Know It Lives.” 
After praising the United States 
for “aid which comes to us from 
outside the League, Holsti de- 
clared: 
“The next 20 years will be the 
years when the League comes of 
age. This last score were the years 
of bitter experience and growing 
pains which many thought wrong- 
ly were death agonies. We in Fin- 
land have practical aid today which 
no dead League could give. We 
know it lives.” 
“Finland now knows its faith in 
the League was not misplaced, aid 
comes now not only in words and 
resolutions but also in planes, guns 
and ammunition to fight the ag- 
gressor and medical supplies to 
heal the wounded.” 
“The world only will know how 
much help we are receiving when 
our war is ended.“ 

Chain System of Supplies, 
Informed sources disclosed that 
representatives of the various na- 
tions helping the Finns had agreed 
on a “chain system” of speeding 
help. 

Whenever possible ‘medical sup- 
plies, food and munitions are sent 
from supplies in Sweden and Nor- 
way. The Swedish and Norwegian 
stocks then are built up by ship- 
ments from the country originally 
offering the aid. 

The chain system cuts to days de- 
livery of goods which might take 
weeks. 

Brazil, not a League member, 
was the latest nation to inform 
League officials she would help 
Finland. The Brazilian Govern- 
ment said it would “lend all its 
prestige to any private initiative 
for assisting Finland.“ 

Finland appealed to the League 
for aid last December. The League 
expelled Russia as an aggressor na- 
tion and urged all League and non- 
League members to help Finland.

T would be much easier for the 
Le to think clearly and fairly 

about the Wagner Act if the label 
did not give such a misleading de- 
scription of the ‘contents. 7 

The general public is bound to 
suppose that a National Labor Re- 
lations Board is concerned with 
the peaceable adjustment of the re- 
lations between employers and em- 
ployes, and on this assumption the 
public is always expecting the 
board to act as an impartial tri- 
bunal. 

But as a matter of fact the Wag 
ner Act, unlike the Railway Labor 
Act, is not concerned with the gen- 
eral relations, between labor and 
capital. It is a very special agency. 

It is designed to accomplish one 
single purpose, namely, to promote 
the organization of labor for the 
purposes of collective. bargaining; 
all other r relations are outside 
the scope of this so-called National 
Labor Relations Board. 

It has no power to mediate, con- 
ciliate or arbitrate in labor dis- 
putes; if American industry were 
as completely unionized as is Brit- 
ish industry, for example, there 
would under the Wagner Act be 
no further “labor relations“ for 
the National Labor Relations Board 
to deal with. 


The problem presented by the 
Wagner Act.cannot be understood 
unless its very specialized purpose 
is clearly understood. -For all the 
controversies in which the board 
has been involved originate in the 
fact that the sole function of the 
board is to promote the organiza- 
tion of hitherto unorganized indus- 
tries. 

This is made fairly plain in the 
statement of a member of the 
board, Dr. William M. Leiserson, 
to the special House committee. 
“It is indeed regrettable,” he said, 
“that we should ever have reached 
a condition that made it necessary 
for Congress to enact the National 
Labor Relations Act. Most of the 
great industrial nations of the 
world do not have any statutes 
of this kind. The reason is, appar- 
ently, that in those countries, it did 
not occur to the great body of em- 
ployers that they had the right to 
deny to their employes the free- 
dom of organization which they 
claimed for themselves.” 

The fact is that because many 
American industries have resisted 
unionization, Congress passed the 
Wagner Act to overcome their re- 
sistance. Dr. Leiserson has er- 
plained correctly the purpose of the 
act and has defined accurately its 
specialized, and temporary, func- 
tion. 

But, granting that the purpose 
was sound, it does not necessarily 
follow that the means adopted were 
wise. I believe they were unwise, 
and I think that Dr. Leiserson’s 
own remarks about the act sustain 
that contention. 


The board has two means of ac- 
tion. First, it may issue an “order” 
to employers to cease and desist 
from certain unfair labor practices 
which interfere with the right of 
employes to organize. These “or- 
ders” are not enforced by the board 
but by the courts, and they are re- 
viewable by the courts, 

Second, the board may “certify” 
the names of the representatives of 


the workers with whom the employ- 


er must enter into collective bar- 
gaining. When the board “certi- 
fies,” its action is not reviewable 
in the courts.

Now, the first function, that of 
prosecuting employers who infringe 
the legal rights of employes, might 
in principle at least be done more 
appropriately by the Department 
of Justice: Dr. Leisersan’s testi- 
mony in this connection is inter- 
esting. 

Replying to his charge that the 
Wagner Act is “one-sided and does 
not. protect the employer,” he said 
that “there is plenty of law deal- 
ing with unfair practices by labor 
organizations.” What he failed to 
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2 cy playing the role of advo- 
cate. 

Is there escape from the con- 
clusion that all unfair labor prac- 
tices should be prosecuted by the 
board, ‘as all conspiracies in re- 
straint of trade are prosecuted by 
Thurman Arnold in the Department 
of Justice, or that all cases of this 
sort should be left to the ordinary 
civil and criminal . procedure by 
which laws of equal importance are 
enforced? For the inherent parti- 
sanship of the law, instead of creat- 
ing public sympathy, provokes pub- 
lic animosity... It impairs 
for the board. It injects an inevita- 
ble bias into the choice of its per- 
sonnel and into the conduct of its 
daily proceedings. It provokes re- 
sistance and discourages voluntary 
compliance with the. intent. of the 
law. |

When we come to the other func- 
tion of the board, which is to deter- 
mine who shall bargain for the 
workers, Dr. Leiserson’s testimony 
Is also interesting. He says that the 
board misinterpreted the intent of 
Congress when it assumed the 
power to decide “what form of or- 
ganization is best for labor bar- 
gaining.” 

In effect, he charges his col- 
leagues with usurping powers that 
Congress never meant to give them. 
It is a serious charge and, obvious- 
ly, it is the duty of Congress to 
make plain what it did mean, or 
better still, what it now means. 

This is a very important matter 
which will have far-reaching conse- 
quences, It is a serious undertaking 
for a Government agency to accept 
the responsibility of deciding 
whether labor shall organize by 
crafts, by plants, by industries, or, 
as in the case of the Pacific long- 
shoremen, by regions. For if the 
Government undertakes to make 
this kind cf decision, then it must 
realize the consequences of its in- 
tervention. 

In determining the form of labor 
organization, it is compelling the 
employers to adopt the same form 
of organization, and it is compelling 
the employes to enter into what are 
in fact compulsory, Government- 
fostered, organizations. How seri- 
ous a matter this may be becomes 
evident when we remember that the 
Pacific longshoremen case, just de- 
icided by the Supreme Court, did not 
arise out of a suit between labor 
and capital, but between the CIO 
and the AFL.

As a matter of fact, once the Gov. 
ernment passed from the protection 
of the right to organize to the com- 
pulsory promotion of particular 
forms of labor organization, it has 
started on a road which leads far 
afield, 

Compulsory unionism means com- 
pulsory employes’ associations, and 
once labor relations have become 
compulsory, there is no likelihood 
of stopping short of compulsory ar- 
bitration. | 

Perhaps that is the way we are 
going. But it is the way taken by 
the corporative state, and if we are 
going that way, we should know it 


and go there with our eyes open,

| If war comes to the Balkans, Bul- 
garian neutrality would be as bad 
in the eyes of the Allies and the 
Turks as open Bulgarian co-opera- 
tion with Germany and Russia. Bul- 
garian neutrality, if it should be 
tolerated, would block the passage 
of assistance to Rumania, while 
Bulgarian collaboration with Russia 
and Germany would be militarily 
disturbing to the Allies and Turks, 
not to mention Rumania. 
Hopes are held here that the Rus- 
sian debacle in Finland, together 
with maybe a tempting proposal or 
two, will induce the Bulgarians to 
draw away from the German-Rus- 
sian combination.

AS THE STORY UNFOLDS. 

The second big break in the exposure of the cor- 
rupt management of the Union Mectrie Co, under the 
Egan-Boehm-Laun triumvirate came yesterday with 
the resignation of Secretary Hermann Spoehrer, who 
quit his job after unburdening himself to the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission in Washington. 

This event is comparable in importance to the 
resignation a year and a half ago of Oscar F. Funk, 
vice-president and chief iccounting officer, whose 
revelations laid the predicate for the SHC’s probe 
of Union Electric’s affairs. 

Funk was blacklisted and virtually hounded out 
of this country by the men he exposed, Spoehrer 
will not be similarly persecuted, For his testimony 
should set off a train of confessions which, told in 
court, are likely to send to prison some Of those who 
were so foolish as to consider their positions impreg- 
nable. 

Louis H. Egan, former president of Union Nec 
tric, and Frank J. Boehm, former executive vice- 
president, who had been kept on the payroll out of 
deference to “human values which ought never to 
be outweighed by corporate interests,” severed their 
connection with the company coincidentally with 
Spoehrer’s disclosures. 

Thus, nearly a year and a half after the facts 
of their mismanagement of the company became 
known, the consumers and stockholders are relieved 
of the burden of paying their handsome stipends.. 
Unfortunately, Laun, the ace lobbyist, still draws 
his pension of $1250 a month. This also should stop. 

Why did Spoehrer talk? Questioned before, he 
had proved uncommunicative. His changed outlook 
may be laid to the conviction and jailing of Fred J. 
Martin, sales engineer and political pay-off man for 
the company, on a perjury charge. This was bound 
to loosen tongues and freshen memories that had 
remained inactive. 3 

Other officials and employes, unless they them- 
selves are involved, are likely now to see the thing in 
the same light as Spoehrer, 

The whole sordid picture should be revealed, show- 
ing the perversion of funds and the violation of the 
laws designed to prevent corporations from corrupt- 
ing the Legislature, local officials and the ballot box. 

Before this investigation is ended, it should stand 
as irrefutable proof of the wisdom and value not 
only of the Securities and Exchange Act, but also of 
the Holding Company Act. The Securities and Ex- 
change Commission is doing a job of corporate sani- 
tation and fumigation which no State agency and 
no other Federal agency could realistically have been 
expected to do. ' 

If the probe is carried to its logical conclusion, it 
will afford a political object lesson as important 
and convincing in its way as the overthrow of the 
Pendergast machine. The SEC is making excellent 
progress. Missouri looks for it to carry through. 
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WHY THE CHAMBERLAIN SPEECH WAS CUT OFF. 

The Post-Dispatch radio station, KSD, regrets that 
its listeners were not permitted to hear Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain to the conclusion of his important 
address yesterday. When it seemed probable that 
the address would run beyond 9:30 a. m., the time 
at which KFUO comes on the air, a member of the 
KSD staff telephoned Concordia Seminary and 
asked whether the KFUO program could be de- 
layed a few minutes until Chamberlain had com- 
pleted his address. The reply was that the en- 
tire student body of the seminary was waiting to 
start the chapel service and that the request, there- 
fore, could not be granted. The Post-Dispatch be- 
lieves KSD listeners are entitled to this explanation. 
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GEORGE HART GOES ON. 

A legal gong has rescued Marriage Mill Operator 
George R. Hart from the ropes for at least another 
round. The Missouri Supreme Court has reversed 
a Circuit Court order which ousted Hart from his 
post of Justice of the Peace in St. Louis County, to 
which he was appointed in 1934. With this attempt 
to break up Hart’s lucrative racket defeated, Prose- 
cuting Attorney Wallach of St. Louis County will 
now press a second suit which makes no attack on 
the original appointment of Hart, but says that he 
has performed marriages since the expiration of his 
term in 1938. 

Whatever needs to be done to take the sanction 
of the State of Missouri from Hart’s shoddy business 
should be done—and done quickly. He has flouted 
decency and disgraced St. Louis County too long as 
it is. If he continues to operate, it should not be 
as a legal agent of Missouri, but as a minister“ of 
the Holiness Church of the American Rescue Work- 
ers, which he says “ordained” him three years ago. 
Freedom of religion cannot be invaded because of 
George Hart’s misuse of it, but the onus of his 
marriage mill can at least be brought to rest entirely 
on his denomination. The State of Missouri does 
not need to be a party to it. 

Though some of Hart’s marriages are of the gin 
variety with more well-to-do participants, his clien- 
tele for the greater part comes from the poorer 
ranks of society. Why do they go to him? Some 
go for the tawdry warmth of his place; some go 
because he Can save them time and bother and 
notice; some to escape the hygienic marriage law 
of Illinois. But any function he performs should 
be better, much better, performed elsewhere. Is not 
the fact that Hart does such a thriving business a 
challenge to ministers of established denominations, 
if not to set up a joint marriage clinic, at least to 
win back for their churches weddings which they 
are now losing? 

The late Justice Holmes once said that there could 
be no civilization or culture without regulation of 
the relations of the sexes for the sake of preserva- 
tion of the family. The marriage mill in St. Louis 
County clearly is destructive of that regulation—and 
destructive of it for the handsome private profit of 
one George R. Hart.

It seems a strange thing that the precise amount 
of water sent into the Mississippi system via the 
reversed Chicago River should be dependent on a 
decision of the Supreme Court, and yet that is the 
case, In 1929, the court, speaking through Chief Jus- 
tice Taft, unanimously rejected the Chicago san- 
itary district’s plea for 8500 cubic feet, and 1500 cubic 
feet was set as the maximum. 

But a lot has happened in the intervening 11 
years. In the first place, Great Lakes states, which 
complained that diversion at Chicago had lowered 
the level of the lakes, soon learned that drouth and 
scant rainfall were the controlling factors in the 
lake level, not diversion. With normal rains, lakes 
returned to their old levels, 

Second, Joliet and other communities along the 
upper banks of the Illinois waterway have found 
that the water which now comes down is not enough 
to protect the stream against pollution by sewage. 
Finally, it seems altogether certain that the Supreme 
Court’s maximum of 1500 cubic feet is not enough to 
meet the demands of navigation. 

Justice Brandeis once wrote in a Supreme Court 
opinion that the bench on which he sat should be 
ever ready to re-examine its rulings in the light of 
new evidence and new information. Illinois’ pres- 
entation of this long-standing diversion problem 
will provide the Supreme Court with such an oppor- 
tunity. The interests of the Mississippi Valley make 
it urgent for the court to use that opportunity as 
resolutely as it has used other chances to correct 
mistaken conclusions, .

Londoner Says Wars, Noise 
and Lights Have Increased 
Tension, Restlessness. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10 (AP).—

Mr. and Mrs. Eric Newman 
Back With Graphic Story 
of Montevideo Visit. 


Mr. and Mrs. Eric Newman, 6450 
Cecil avenue, Clayton, are back in 
St. Louis after a wedding trip dur- 
ing which they visited Montevideo 
in time to see the Graf Spee, for- 
mer pride of the German Navy, in 
flames a few hours after she had 
been scuttled.

As I looked through binoculars at 
a distance of two miles an explo- 
sion occurred in her superstruc- 
ture.” 

Virtually the entire population 
of the seaport was ranged on a 
mountain overlooking the harbor 
watching the destruction of the 
ship, he said. Their boat passed 
close to the British cruisers Achilles 
and Ajax, which were standing 
by near the disabled ship, he said, 
and also sighted the French war- 
ship Dunkerqu..

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Practice Is Still in Clinical Stage and Needs 
Laboratory Work, Says Dr. H. K. 
Beecher, Hodgen Lecturer. 


A plea for greater attention to

It was the annual Hodgen lec- 
ture, under auspices of the St. 
Louis Surgical Society and the Med- 
ical Fund Society. Dr. Beecher 
made of ita frankly critical attack 
on the attitude toward anesthesia, 
now 94 years old, as one of the “ail- 
ing specialties” of surgery: 

“Although recognized as one of 
the greatest achievements of man,” 
he declared, “anesthesia has not de- 
veloped into the honorable division 
of medicine it promised to, but 
rather has remained a craft, while 
other specialiics, like — radiology, 
have been w)nceived, developed 
and become respected. As much as 
any other event, the introduction 
of anesthesia altered the practice 
of medicine, and yet the clinical 
application of anesthesia ranks low- 
est among the specialties. Able 
students scorn it. Clinicians consid- 
er it only when they must. It is 
neglected by scientists.” 

Part of the Trouble. 

Part of the trouble, the lecturer 
said, may be that anesthesia was 
born in the clinic and nourished 
chiefly by clinicians, while in re- 
cent years other specialties have 
progressed largely through the 
laboratory. Adding that clinicians 
had neither the time, nor often the 
training, to furnish anesthesia 
with “the substance it needs for 
growth,” he went on: 

“Anesthetists have either ignored 
or been slow to accept scientific 
principles well known to their bet- 
ter-informed colleagues. For many 
years surgeons have had skill 
enough to operate on the lungs, but 
surgery in the chest has been held 
back by failure of anesthetists to 
recognize and apply well-estab- 
lished principles to the difficult 
problems encountered in this field. 
Anesthesia technics must have a 
surer foundation than can be ob- 
tained in the clinic alone. 

“In anesthesia we see an exam- 
ple of what happens when medi- 
cine attempts to advance chiefly 
through the clinic, inadequately 
supported by an intellectual spirit. 
It is inefficient; it advances by 
trial and error; in a thousand trials 
one success, its enormous inefficien- 
cy forgiven for that one success. 
The weakness of this is measured 
in terms of lives needlessly lost. 
The sad fact is, anesthesia must 
continue to depend greatly upon 
empiricism, at least for the time 
being. The almost complete mys-

Asserting that fundamental ad- 
vances in anesthesia have not been 
made primarily by anesthetists, Dr. 
Beecher said this specialty had had 
to depend on casual contributions 
from other workers. He called an- 
esthesia both too simple and too 
complex, pointing out that the ease 
of administration in simple cases 
has allowed the specialty to rest 
largely with persons not qualified 
to make advances, | 

Nurses Handle Anesthesia. 

This led him to a reminder that 
the American custom was for han- 
dling of anesthesia by nurses, rath- 
er than doctors. He conceded that 
many factors were involved in the 


cluding the increased cost if hospi- 
tals employed only physicians for it. 

While he recognized the skill and 
faithfulness of the nurses, he point- 
ed out that to them anesthesia was 
only a craft. Both nurses and phy- 
sicians were indispensable in the 
field, he maintained, with responsi- 
bility for supervision, originality 
and growth on the medical men. 

“The first-rank problems of anes- 
thesia,” the lecturer continued, 
“are as fundamental—and as dif- 
ficult—as any in medicine. The 
anesthesia process is inextricably 
bound up with irritability of tissue, 
the most fundamental characteris- 
tic of life.

Clever Maneuvering. 

St. Louis’ leading speed skater 
maneuvered cleverly to take the 
lead on the last lap from four of 
America's fastest skaters, and as 
the field swung into the final turn 
the noise of the crowd sounded as 
though it came from 10,000 throats 
instead of from a mere 3000. .The 
race-wise Ronchetti, North Ameri- 
ca and National champion, per- 
formed a miracle in holding the 
inside lane as they rounded this 
turn, whereas Handlan, with an 
advantage of a few inches, swung 
a wee bit wide. Ronchetti shot 
through on the inside, cut Bud's 
lead in half, drove hard through the 
final 50 feet of the stretch to win 
by inches. 

Bad traffic conditions kept cas- 
ual spectators away from this fif- 
teenth annual speed skating classic 
and one result was that those who 
reached the scene appeared to 
know their spori. They gave their 
enthusiastic cheers to Maddy Horn 
when she won the Women’s South- 
west Open three-quarter mile race, 
defeating the courageous little La- 
Verne Dahm of Cleveland; and 
they cheered wildly as the racy 
young Alfred Perry Jr. quickly 
pulled away from all competitors 
to win the Junior Boys’ one-mile 
race and championship. 

Dick Dost, in winning the Inter- 
mediate championship, found most 
of the competition coming from fel- 
low-Clevelanders, Jack Carlen and 
Bob Syvertsen. He won his heat in 
the 440, beat Carlen in the final of 
that event and then repeated in tak- 
ing the mile. 

Miss Horn, making what may 
turn out to be her final appear- 
ance in the Silver Skates here, 
since she told reporters that she 
hopes to retire from competition 
at the end of this year, outclassed 
her rivals in every phase of racing. 
She invariably broke fast at the 
start, regulated her pace to keep 
well out of trouble, usually going 
to the front, and then coming on 
to pass or pull away from La Verne 
Dahm, the Cleveland girl, who came 
closest to extending the North 
American champion. 

Maddy said the other day she is 
a born traveler. She might have 
added that she prefers to go places 
in a hurry. 

Perry Is Impressive. 

Al Perry’s performance in win- 
ning the junior boys’ championship 
was equally as impressive. The 
boy’s speed, poise and racing judg- 
ment won the applause of the 
crowd. 

The program went off smoothly, 
without a hitch or a surprise. Ron- 
chetti took the men’s open title, 
Miss Horn was the best of women; 
Bud Handlan, Virginia Baum and 
Al Perry won the Missouri cham- 
pionships and Dick Dost walked 
off with the intermediate title in

Look over your trees and 
shrubs to be sure they are not 
infested with pests which can 
be killed best at this time of the 
year.

The women in the kitchen made 
sausages. Behind the barn the 
men tended chunks of hog fat 
and hide boiling in a great black 
cauldron to “render” lard. Put in 
a hand press after boiling, the 
chunks gave up their oil, which 
flowed from a spigot in a steady 
stream into great crocks where it 
slowly cooled. Left in the press 
were dry, still-warm “cracklings,” 
delicious to eat by themselves, but, 
the reporter was told, even better 
baked in corn bread. 

Hereward Scott’s pelts hung in 
the smoke house, where new made 
Sausages were festooned from raft- 
ers, and fresh bacon was salted 
down. Coonskins, Scott said, are 
worth up to $3.50 each. Possums 
bring only 25 cents. Fox are always 
plentiful in the neighborhood, and 
last year Scott got three mink, 
whose pelts have a value of from 
$7 to $12. But the sport, he said, 
is hunting coon and possum, and 
that is what he does most. 

During all December, the open 
season on coon, which this year are 
to be protected by a recent ruling 
of the Missouri Conservation Com- 
mission, Hereward Scott, his neph- 
ew, Scottie Rohr, and Carl Guyer, 
a friend, set out nearly every night 
at seven with guns and lanterns, 
their dogs running out ahead. If 
the hunting was good, they stayed 
out until 2 or 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. 

The dogs, trained to follow only 
animals that take to trees, lead the 
hunters with their baying. Part of 
the sport is to recognize the~voice 
of one’s own dog and to brag about 
his performance: Scott’s dogs are 
called Trainer and Red. The re- 
porter has it straight from the 
hunter that no better coon dogs 
can be found in the county or; if 
it comes to that, Missouri. 

Once the game has been treed, 
the hunters assemble for the Kill. 
A possum will come down with 
shakirig and surrender on hitting 
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the ground. A coon is different. 
Sometimes he must be shot from 
his perch. If shaken out, he lands 
raring for a fight. And, as Here- 
ward Scott said, pointing proudly 
to the battle-scarred face of Trail- 
er, It takes some dog to stand up 
to a coon.“

KINNING a coon is a perform- 
8 ance of some delicacy Scott ex- 

plained, but a good hunter can 
take the pelt off a possum in under 
three minutes, You simply slit the 
skin on the legs and pop the little 
animal inside out. That’s all there 
is to it. 

Cooking a possum, however, is no 
such snap. They have so much fat 
as to be almost inedible unless prop- 
erly prepared. 

“Yes sir,“ said Scott senior, 
“Mother cooks the best possum you 
ever ate.”

The Adolescent's Posture 


By Logan Clendening, M. D. 


EVERAL weeks ago we said 
s that the four great problems of 

the adolescent were posture, 
anemia, complexion and the endo- 
crine system. Yielding to several 
requests, we will discuss these in 
separate articles. 

The posture problem in adoles- 
cence is due to the perfectly natural 
fact that there is a disparity be- 
tween the growth of the skeletal. 
system and the growth of the mus- 
cular system. The child simply 
grows too fast to allow its muscles 
to keep it in good position; hence, 
we have the “debutante slouch” and 
the poor boy who is pestered by his 
father saying, “sow your shoul- 
ders back.“ ! 

The bad posrure of adolescence 
usually corrects itself. As soon as 
the body acquires a more mature 
group of muscles and the skeleton 
stops growing, the bad posture of 
the earlier years of adolescence au- 
tomatically corrects itself. Too 
much is probably made of bad pos- 
ture by fussy parents, and sporadic 
reprimands are likely to make pos- 
ture worse rather than to make it 
better. In most instances the scare- 
head injunctions of teachers, school 
nurses and social service workers 
are simply that—scareheads, and 
nothing more. Many orthopedists 
have pointed to the grave conse- 
quences of bad posture, saying that 
it displaces the internal organs, 
crowds the heart and lungs and 
stomach, etc., without, I think, mak- 


get to the place where actual de- 
fects, such as curvature of the 
spine, may supervene. At some 
point along the line, then, the hour 
arrives when treatment must be in- 
stituted. 

One of the greatest obstacles to 
posture training is the mental at- 
titude of the child. He is almost in- 
variably annoyed at being com-

sense, are all that is necessary to 
make correction. . 

The commandments of posture 
are: 

1. Stand tall. 

2. Sit tall.

4. Draw in your abdomen, 

5. Keep your shoulders square. 

6. Pull your chin straight back to- 
ward your collar button. 

7. Flatten the hollow of your back 
by rolling your pelvis down and 
back. 

8. Spread your shoulders from 
your hips as far as possible. 

9. Lie tall and sleep tall,
